Claims 2-6, 8-12, 14-18 and 20-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Bornstein (US 6,144,388).

a request source recognizing unit recognizing said request source [Fig 4] 

a control information recording unit recording control information related to data restricted by a 
provider of the data from being provided depending on said request source [Fig 5]; 
an edit unit creating the response data corresponding to the request data in accordance with the 
control information by preventing an area restricted by a provider of the data from being 
provided to said request source [Fig 6 A, step 214, col 19, line 5 through col 23, line 5] 
transmitting unit providing the response data [Fig 4] 

Regarding claim 3,9, 15,21, Bornstein discloses wherein the control information contains 
information for identifying said request source, and designating information for designating a 
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data area restricted by a provider of the data from being provided to said request source [Fig 6A, 
Fig 6B] 

Regarding claim 4, 10, 16, 22, Bornstein discloses wherein the designating information is display 
area information for indicating the area restricted by a provider of the data from being provided 
[Fig 6A, Fig 6B] 

Regarding claim 5, 11, 17, 23, Bornstein discloses wherein when the data is an image, the 
designating information designates a partial image, specifying an object restricted by a provider 
of the data from being provided, in this image [Figs 1 1 A, 1 IB, 1 1C]. 

Regarding claim 6, 12, 18, 24, Bornstein discloses an input unit setting the control information 
[Figs 6A, 6B] 

Regarding claim 25, Bornstein discloses a server. [Fig 4]
